Black Judge Dismisses Two 
Suits In Iran Arms Case 

U.S. District 
Judge Barring- 
ton D. Parker 
dismissed two 
lawsuits filed 
by Lt. Col. OU- 
ver L. North 
in the Iran 
arms affair. 
Judge B.D. Parker and also autho- 
rized the special prosecutor in the 
case to continue his investigation. 

North's suits called for an end 
to the Iran probe and objected to 
the court-appointed special prose- 
cutor working independently of 
the executive branch. 

North is a former aide to the 
National Security Council who 
was fired over his role in the sell- 
ing of American arms to Iran in 
exchange for the release of 
American hostages. 

In his 21-page opinion, Parker 
rejected Nortns request to stop a 
three-month investigation by 
special prosecutor Lawrence E. 
Walsh. 

Parker said North's suits were 
premature and dismissed allega- 
tions North's attorneys had made, 
contending Walsh was a "vigilan- 
te" with limitless powers acting 
outside the Constitution. 

"Walsh is not such a Vigilante' 
as plaintiff alleges," Judge Parker 
wrote. "He is an independent 
counsel duly appointed pursuant 
to the Ethics m Grovemment. . . 
Nor are his powers unlimited. 
The scope of his jurisdiction is 
narrowly defined by a special pan- 

el of judges." J 



Racist Gets Prison Term 
For Harassing Black Family 
A White man who admitted 

burning a cross on the lawn of a 
Black San Diego family and send- 
ing them racist hate mail was sen- 
tenced to 18 years in prison under 
federal civil rights and drug laws. 

Michael Eugene Maas, who 
pleaded guilty in October, 1986, to 
the 1984 racial harassment that 
eventually drove George Shelton, 
his fiancee Michelle Washington 
and her son out of middle-dass 
Normal Heigfats. was also fined 
$800,000 by U.S. District Judge 
Earl Gilliam. 

Under terms of a plea bargain, 
Maas admitted to rmsing a bum- 



Black Chicagoan Awarded 
$800,000 For False Arrest 

A federal Jury awarded 
$800,000 to a Chicago man who 
was falsely accused of rape, mur- 
der and ag^avated battery. 

The case is expected to be ap- 
pealed but no action had been tak- 
en by Jet press time. Judgment 
was against the city of Chicago 
and 11 police officers who served 
in the administration of former 
Mayor Jane Byrne and former 
Pohce Supt. Richard Breczak. 

Authorities found that police 
withheld private notes (^street 
files^ kept by detectives which 
were not introduced as evidence 
during the 1982 trial of George 
Jones, then a hie^h school senior.

Stress Hits Black Profs 
Harder Than Whites, Study 

Black college and university 
professors suffer more from job- 
related stress than their White 
male counterparts and have a 
more difficult task coping with it, 
according to a study by a Black 
professor. 

Earl Smith, an assistant profes- 
sor of sociology at Washington 
State University, conducted a 
survey of more than 1,000 Black 
professors at 200 colleges and 
universities across the country. 
The findings of his 1986 study in- 
dicate institutional racism^ in- 
creasing isolation due to dedming 
numbers of Black i>rofes8ors as 
well as fierce con^titiony and the 
expectation of bemg role models 
to Black students m addition to 
their academic work, increases 
stress for Black educators.

Task Force Offers Answers 
For Problems Facing Blacks 

Black self-help efforts combined 
with private and public assistance 
can solve problems that have pro- 
duced the Black underclass. 

A special 30-person task force of 
scholars, headed by Duke Univer- 
sity historian John Hope Franklin 
and Georgetown University law 
professor Eleanor Holmes Nor- 
ton, advocated this solution for 
Blacks experiencing loss of jobs, 
educational deficiency, childhood 
poverty and welfare dependency. 

The task force, sponsored by 
the Joint Center for Political 
Studies, Inc., in Washington, 
D.C., met for more than a year 
and concluded progress has been 
made by Blacks but many prob- 
lems remained with the 33 per- 
cent of the nation's Blacks who re- 
main in poverty. 

It called on religious institu- 
tions, civic and social organiza- 
tions, media, entertainers, educa- 
tors, athletes, public officials and 
others to promote and support 
the Black community.

Melvin Boozer Dies Of AIDS 

A 41-year-old Black homosexu- 
al, who came out of the closet 
eight years ago, entered politics 
and was nominated as a vice pres- 
idential candidate at a National 
Democratic Party Convention, 
died in D.C. from AIDS. 

Nationally acclaimed for his 
leadership of ray causes in poli- 
tics, Melvin Boozer graduated 
from Dartmouth College, earned 
two master's degrees at Yale 
University, and began work on a 
doctorate at the same institution. 

The Washington native joined 
the University of Maryland facul- 
ty as an assistant professor after 
three years in Brazil with the 
Peace Corps. In 1979, he an- 
nounced his sexual preferences by 
joining a parade of gays in the na- 
tion's capital. The next year, as an 
alternate delegate to the Demo- 
cratic convention in New York 
City, he won about 40 votes as a 
vice presidential candidate. 

His sobering speech to the con- 
vention was widely reported. He 
told the Democrats, "I know what 
it means to be called a nigger, and 
I know what it means to be called 
a faggot, and I can sum up the 
difference in one word: None.** 

Mayor Marion Barry honored 
Boozer in February at a gather- 
ing in City Hall. Failing health 
had caused Boozer to give up his 
duties as a public information 
coordinator for the D.C. Associa- 
tion for Retarded Children, the 
only job he could hold after he an- 
nounced he was homosexual. 

He is survived by his mother 
Lossie Brown, of D.C. 
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Paul Zuber, 60, Dies; 
Fought Segregated Schools 

Paul B. Zu- 
ber, a well- 
known attor- 
ney who fought 
to integrate 
several North- 
em school sys- 
tems during 
the 1960s, died 
recently of a Paul B. Zvher 
heart attack at his home in Troy, 
N.Y. He was 60 years old. 

A graduate of Brown Universi- 
ty and the Brooklyn Law School, 
Zuber won a federal court deci- 
sion in 1961, which was later af- 
firmed by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. It stated that the New 
Rochelle, N.Y. Board of Educa- 
tion maintained a segregated 
school system. Zuber, of Wil- 
liamsport. Pa., also battled educa- 
tiond^barriers and discrimination 
in Chicago, Englewood, N.J. and 
New York City. 

Survivors include his wife Bar- 
bara; a son, Paul W.; a daughter, 
Patricia Zuber-Wilson; his par- 
ents, Paul and Jennie Zuber; and 
a sister, Jennie Zuber.

Chicago Girl, 11, Wins $6 Mil. 
Settlement From Hospital 

A Chicago hospital accused of 
malpractice has agreed to award 
$6 million to an 11-year-old girl 
who suffered brain damage when 
she was bom there in 1976. 

Cook County Judge John M. 
Breen approved the settlement 
by Rush Presbyterian-St. Luke 
Hospital to Vemette EUand, 11, 
and her mother, Garanda Eiland. 
The suit, filed against the hospital 
in 1984, alleged that Vemetta was 
bom suffering from brain damage 
due to improper medical care. It 
also maintained the hospital failed 
to "take necessary steps to diag- 
nose the condition** of the preg- 
nant mother and did not exercise 
"ordinary care and caution" for 
the mother and unbom child.

home for "domestic" reasons. 

Lake County (Ind.) Prosecutor 
Jack Crawford said all charges 
against David Scott, 44, of Gary, 
would be dropped at the recom- 
mendation of a grand jury and by 
request of Eugene Fischer, 38, 
who was bitten by Scott as the 
two scuffled in Fischer's garage 
the morning of Feb. 2. 

Sandra Fischer, 37, went into a 
coma several hours after witness- 
ing the incident and died the next 
day of what pohce initially specu- 
lated as shock (Jet, Feb. 23). But 
Lake County Coroner Dr. An- 
drew Thomas said Mrs. Fischer's 
death was a suicide caused by an 
overdose of the anti-depressant 
drug Desipramine.

Bonds as- 
sured Mosley of a leading role in 
the play prior to casting, but later 
notified nim he would not be giv- 
en the part because it "required 
him to caress a White girl and the 
community would not be accept- 
ing of that.** 

Amy Carter Gets Probation 
For Brown Apartheid Protest 

Amy Carter, daughter of form- 
er President Jimmy Carter, was 
placed on probation with 19 other 
Brown University students who 
protested against apartheid at the 
Providence, R.I., school.

Doctor Rovoals 
Soxual Addiction 
A Growino Ppoblom 

By Trudy S. Moore 

WUhen it comes to sex, 10 million 
■■ Americans ask the same ques- 
tion Tina Turner pondered in her 
hit song: "What's love got to do 
with itr 

Experts say that is a conserva- 
tive estimate of the people in the 
nation who are sex addicts. Dr. 
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Marshall Lee, a New York psy- 
chotherapist, told Jet sexual ad- 
diction is a growing problem that 
is only now being addressed be- 
cause of the threat of incurable 
venereal diseases and the deadly 
acquired immune deficiency syn- 
drome (AIDS), which can be 
spread through sexual contact. 

*With all the different diseases, 
people are trying to deal with ! 
theu" sexual problems. For the 
woman who has been labeled a 
^nymphomaniac' or the man who 
was considered to have a formal' 
sex drive, sex has become a 
problematic area,** he explained. 

In understanding sex addicts, 
Lee said they are no different 
from alcoholics or drug abusers. 
He noted, "We can look at sexual 
addiction in the same way we look 
at any addiction: it is a pathologi- 
cal relationship with a mood- 
altering e^yerience or drug'' and 
it can be just as destructive as 
booze or cocaine. 

Threat of VD and AIDS has led more 
sexual addicts to seek help, Lee says. 




In his private practice, Lee, 
who holds a Ph.D. in psychology 
from the University of Michigan 
in Ann Arbor, estimates 15 per- 
cent of his practice involves coun- 
seling sexual addicts. While each 
case IS different, Lee said most in- 
dividuals whose sexual appetites 
have gone haywire have feelings 
of low self-esteem and personal 
worth regardless of their accom- 
plishments. 

Just as in the case of drug or al- 
cohol abuse, sexual addiction 
"helps to block these painful feel- 
ings and this blockage becomes 
the most important relationship 
in the addict's life," Lee ex- 
plained. He added, "The addicted 
person is addicted not really to a 
sexual organ or a drug but a feel- 
ing, a sensation and a momentary 
release from pain ..." 

Lee concluded, "It is the need of 
the individual to continuously re- 
peat the feeling she or he gets 
which is the essence of the addic- 
tion.'* 



A faculty member of the City 
University of New York, Lee said 
the biggest roadblock in helpine^ 
the sex addict is for the individud 
to be able to separate a healthy 
libido from sexual obsession. Ex- 
perts in the field have come up 
with the SAFE formula to help 
make the distinction. 

The acronym SAFE stands for 
secret, abusive, feelings and emp- 
ty. Lee told Jet, to determine 
sexual addiction, a person should 
ask: Is what Fm domg secret and 
leading to a double life? Is the act 
abusive to myself and others? Are 
sexual encounters void of feel- 
ings? Are these relationships 
empty because of the lack of love 
ana commitment? 

If the answers to these ques- 
tions are "Yes," Lee said the in- 
dividual should seek professional 
help "within the context of psy- 
chotherapy or some kind of sup- 
port group," such as Sexaholics 
Anonymous, to help them kick the 
habit.

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Black 'Over QuaHfied' For 
Job Sues Albuquerque, N.M. 

Harold Bailey, of Albuquerque, 
N.M., sued the mayor and eijp^ht 
city employees for $500,000 in fed- 
eral court when a city official al- 
legedly told him he was "over 
qualifed'' for a job in the Planning 
Department. 

bailey, 40, who holds a Ph.D. in 
American Studies, told Jet he 
sued city officials because he be- 
lieved he was discriminated 
against because he is Black. The 
job paid $26,000 a year and was 
assigned to an area where Bailey 
grew up in Albuquerque. 

Bailey said city omcials later 
hired an Hispanic applicant. 

In 1983, Bailey reached an out- 
of-court settlement with the 
University of New Mexico after 
he was fired as director of Black 
Studies. He initially sued the cam- 
pus for $147,500, and a lower 
court awarded him $146,000, con- 
tending the university violated 
Baileys civil rights. The out-of- 
court settlement reportedly was 
higher than the amount awarded 
by the lower court. 

Black Women Hold Most 
Low-Paying Jobs: Study 

Jobs held predominantly by 
Black women -maids, cooks and 
housekeepers -"are the lowest 
paid of all occupations,** according 
to a national survey on pay equity 
that outlines how the U.S. work- 
force is segregated. 

The study by the National Com- 
mittee On Pay Equitjr found on 
the other hand positions held 
mostly by White women, such as 
dental assistants and secretaries, 




are the highest paid lobs held 
mostly by females. Black men are 
most often found in jobs such as 
baggage porters while high- 
paying fields such as business su- 
pervisors and airline pilots are 
dominated by White men. 

Black TB Victim In Fla. 

Wins Fight For Her Job 

The U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
recently that tuberculosis victim 
Gene Arline, of Jacksonville, Fla., 
can return to her teaching job, fol- 
lowing an eight-year legal battle. 

Mrs. Arline, 44, contracted the 
disease in 1957 at af e 14. 

After being awarded a continu- 
ing contract with the school 
board, which is the equivalent of 
tenure, Mrs. Arline was stricken 
again in May 1977, and in March 
and November of 1978. Each time 
she was placed on medical leave 
and did not return to work until 
she was no longer contagious. 

During an administrative hear- 
ing before the school board in 
1979, however, the superinten- 
dent testified that he dismissed 
Mrs. Arline because her disease 
posed a risk to others. 

South L.A. Residents May 

Have To Pay For More Cops 

Crime-plagued residents of 
South-Centrm Los Angeles may 
end up having to pay extra tax 
dollars for increased police pro- 
tection. Rather than move police 
from areas of the city with low 
crime rates, a ballot measure to 
be voted on in June calls for the 
residents of the mostly Black area 
to pay more for more police.

Redd Foxx Does 
Prison Benefits 
In ii/iemopy Of His 
Ex-Con Brotliop 

E ven though 64-year-old comedi- 
^ an Redd Foxx s older brother, 
Fred Glenn Sanford, died shortly 
after his 40th birthday, Foxx is 
still his brother's keeper. 



He demonstrates this each time 
he performs a prison benefit be- 
cause he does it in memory of his 
brother who was an ex-convict. 

Foxx, bom John Elroy Sanford 
in St. Louis on Dec. 9, 1922, re- 
vealed that he idolized Ws brother, 
Fred, who was "in and out of the 
reaches of the law in his 20s'* be- 
cause he could not play profes- 
sional baseball with the Chicago 
White Sox. 

"My brother was a first base- 
man but he could never get a 
break in baseball at that time be- 
cause of race prejudice," Foxx ^- 
lowed. Although their mother 
worked as a domestic for Harry 
Grabner, who was an executive 
for the White Sox baseball team, 
Fred couldn't play for the Sox. 

"The world was not ready for a 
Black player on a White team in 
1937 (ten years before Jackie 
Robinson broke baseball's barrier 
with the Brooklyn Dodgers in 
1947). My brother was the best 
first baseman in Chicago, but he 
never got the chance and turned 
to robbery," Foxx said. "He was 
like a lot of other kids who turned 
to crime because of a lack of op- 
portunities for their natural tal- 
ents." 

Emphasizing that he performs 
in prisons in memory of his broth- 
er, who was a positive role model 
for him when they were children 
attending St. Benedict the Moor 
School in Milwaukee, where he 
was an altar boy, Foxx told Jet: 

"I've been to almost every pris- 
on in America, but you never read 
about it. I've been to Atlanta Fed- 
eral, to prisons in San Francisco 
and to the one in Chicago several 
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times. Fve been to Attica (in New 
York). Fve been to Sing Sing and 
to Rahway Penitentiary in New 
Jersey. Fve been to most all of 
them. 

"The memory of my brother is 
the story behind these appear- 
ances. My brother, Fred, is the 
one I named niy TV character (on 
"Sanford And Son") after. He died 
a couple of months after he got 
out of prison. He always told me 
how lonesome inside it was when 
I would go visit him. He told me 
how important it was that in- 
mates got some entertainment in- 
side the prison walls. So I just 
dedicated myself to it. After he 
passed, I started doing all those 
shows." 

Foxx said he had another rea- 
son for keeping alive the memory 
of his brother Fred, who was 
named for their father, an electri- 
cian who left their family when 
Foxx was four. 

"Fred was a comedian and was 
always doing something funny 
when he wasn'tplaying baseball," 
Foxx recalled. "He inspired me to 
do comedy. There weren't but 
two boys in the family -no sisters. 
So I miss him now and missed him 
an awful lot because he was in jail 
a lot when we were growing up." 

Despite his convict status, Fred 
achieved a goal in prison that he 
could not do outside the prison 
walls to fulfill a life-long amoition. 
Foxx explained: "He has some 
plaques on the walls of the prison 
(Rahway) in New Jersey attesting 
to his prowess in baseball. Those 

Elaques are on the wall because 
e played baseball so good even 
though he was 40 years old. He

still holds some baseball records 
there. When I was out there for a 
performance, I saw them."
